CHICAGO, July IO.—-Rum running 
along the Soutn Atlantic

leggers paradise,” the Chicago Daily 
News said today in a 
copyrighted 
article describing 
conditions along 
the Florida coast. 
In the city of Nassau, tho article 
said, official 
clearings 
of 
liquor 
bound for the United States increas­ 
ed from 37,821 gallons in 1917 to I,- 
340.443 gallons in 1922. 
The writer 
accompanied by a bootlegger named 
“Terry” as guide, told of visiting the - 
I rum fleets talking with the rum run J L 
ners helping transport the liquor and j II 
of distributing 
it 
in 
the 
United F 
States. 
* 
Miami, first stop of the investiga­ 
tors, was described as “a city where, 
ii you feel the need of a drink and 
don t happen to have your own flask 
with you. all you need to do is wait 
in the shade of a palm tree until a 
resident comes along, ask him where 
you can find a bootlegger, and if he 
is n t one himself, he will tell you 
where to go. 
You can buy all the 
whisky you want in Miami at five 
dollars a quart.” 
Havana and Nassau were describ­ 
ed as but two of the ports that were 
flooding 
the 
United 
States 
with 
liquor, some of it from American dis­ 
tilleries. 
“Upon the payment of the proper 
amount of graft,” the writer said. 
“you can clear out of a port with 
thousands of cases of whisky, billed 
to a legitimate point, unload it on the 
American coast, sail into the afore­ 
said legitimate port with an empty 
ship and receive a landing certificate 
showing that you arrived there with 
the very whisky you smuggled into 
the United States.” 
“In the course of our participation 
In this business 
on 
the 
Atlantic 
Coast,” the writer continued, “Terry” 
and 
I 
bought 
booze 
in 
Havana, 
brought It through the customs 
a t 1 
Key West and sent it to friends In 
Chicago through the United States 
mail. 
We bought other 
booze 
in 
Nassau and landed it in Miami at 
the municipal pier, getting it past 
the United States Inspector at the 
cost of five dollars paid to the mem­ 
bers of the boat’s crew. 
We lugged 
liquor back and forth from city to 
city, bought it and sold it, drank It I 
and gave it away until we grew tired! 
of the entire performance and nobody j 
seemed to think we were doing any- j 
thing out of the ordinary. 
“And when we were ready to re­ 
turn to Chicago,” the article declar- 
ed, “we left the Florida coast in a 
bootlegger’s 
motorboat, 
met 
and 
boarded a rum schooner loaded with j 
2,000 cases of Scotch whisky, ro d e || 
this ship to the New Jersey coast, 
bought ten cases from the captain, 
landed it along with 200 other cases 
on the Jersey Coast, 
trucked it to 
Newark, packed it into trunks and 
shipped it to Chicago and sold it to 
Terry’s customers.

red with us or questioned us; it was 
ail in the day’s work.” 
The Bahamas,

DESTROYED IN FIRE 


By the Associated Press. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 
IO.— 
Fire following an explosion destroy­ 
ed the plant of the Inter State Re­ 
finery, Incorporated, here late yes­ 
terday with loss estim ated at $200,- 
000. 
Flames shot from the windows 
of the building at times reaching 
te height of more than 150 feet. 
It 
was on of the most speculant fires 
in the history of Kansas City. Cause 
of the explosion has not been deter­ 
mined. 
The building was destroyed in less 
than half an hour, a brisk breeze 
helping to fan the oil-fed flames.

Wit- 
( nesses said the fire seemd to origi­ 
nate from oil filters 
on the inside. 
They were unable to estim ate the 
number of filters.

The dense smoke from the refin­ 
ery fire darkened the eastern sec­ 
tion of the city more than half an 
hour. The smoke elm ds could plain­ 
ly be seen from downtown 
office 
buildings. 
The smoke also was no­ 
ticeable downtown, although it did 
not darken the skies. 
An hour and a half after the fire 
started, company oflQcials said they

A failure to discern these signs he 
said was an evidence of spiritual 
blindness which ultimately

doom unless we gave ourselves

a 
beautiful two story structure, 
the 
Missouri School for the B lin!. While 
one of the State’s most worthy in­ 
stitutions it stands in the most at­ 
tractive part of St. Louis as an in­ 
stitution with which very few resi­ 
dents of the State 
are 
familiar. 
Carrying on its work without the 
glare of publicity secured by other 
State institutions 
because 
of 
the 
character of their Inmates, the facul­ 
ty of the Missouri School for the 
Blind are achieving wonderful 
re­ 
sults. 
Founded in 1851 by a number of 
private citizens who recognized the 
great need for such a: institution, it 
was oprated until 1885 when it was 
taken over by the State. Two years 
later it was classified as an educa­ 
tional institution, and the 
regular 
school curricula adopted. The school 
now has a kindergarten, grammar 
school and high school. 
It is con­ 
ducted by a board of managers of 
which Martin J. Collins, St. Louis, is 
president, and supported by a bien­ 
nial appropriation by the State legis­ 
lature which amounted to $60,000 
for the last period. 
Given every educational advantage 
in their private school, these blind 
children go to classes, read, write, 
and get their lessons the same as 
the children of the public schools, 
although the system of teaching is 
necessarily quite diferent. 
While children with good eyesight 
are taught the beauties of nature 
and the wonders of the world by 
perception, the blind students learn 
of the world by their sense of touch. 
The students are taught the braille 
system of reading. 
It is a system 
writing in which the characters are 
raised on the paper. 
Representing 
the letters of the 
alphabet 
the 
characters are composed of six rais­ 
ed dots, having a different formation 
for each letter. 
Once familiar with 
the alphabet the child can read by
